FROM ANTIPODES 


New York inane sler Gives View 
Concerning Proposed Chi- 
nese Loan 


San Francisco.-—J. W. Harriman, 
president the Harriman National 
Rank in New York City, who re- 
turned June 24 from a six months’ 
tour of the Philippine islands, Chi- 
na and Japan, expressed consider- 
able doubt as to the value of the 
recent two weeks’ flying visit of 
leading allied bankers to the Ori- 
ent, which resulted in a rapid for- 
mation of a consortium for the ex- 
ploitation of Chinese raw niaterials. 

Harriman. Interviewed y*sterday 
at the St. Francis, said: 

“Tam glad to think that English 
and French bankers now members 
of the consortium are in a position 
to join American and Japanese bank- 
ers in this exploitation, and yet I 
do not quite understand how this is 
possible 

“According to hewspaper reports 
published recently, the two coun- 
tries, England and France, claim to 
be in such a. state of financial 
distress they cannot pay even the 
interest on their debt to the United 
States. How can it be that English 
and French -baukers are eager to 
invest capital in a country lacking 
a stable government—namely China 
—-but claim bankruptcy when it is 
suggested they invest their money 
in a country with a stable govern- 
ment, or, in other words, pay their 
debt to the United States? 

“The mere payment of the in- 
terest of the debt would immediately 
and materially reduce the high cost 
of living and taxes in this country. 


Should England, for instance, pay 
the interest on her debt to this 
country, she would still be better 
off than we are, for the following 
reason: 

“The interest. which annually 
amounts to ten billion dollars, would 
if paid, reduce her total debt 33 
per cent, or down to a figure of 
$26,000,000,000, and this would cor- 


respond exactly to the debt of the 
United States incurred by the war, 
and yet England would have colonies 
she never had before and a vastly 
increased merchant marine. 

During his six months’ trip Har- 
riman made a close study of exist- 
ing conditions in the Orient from 
the point of view of the layman bent 
on meeting the common people rath- 
er than hobnobbing with the high 
lights of finance and commerce. He 
lived, hunted and fished with the 
natives, and tn this way got in 
touch with the thoughts of the av- 
erage man.

Father of His Country was 
mre _Wchington but the Dethes 
the Fourth of July was Thomas Jeffer- 
son. Jefferson wrote the Declaration 
of Independence, which was adopted 
and sigued on the fourth day of July, 
1776. Forever thereafter that day 
was and will be “the Glorious Fourth.” 
The Declaration of Independence was 
a special plea for the rights of the in- 
dividual., The whole life of Thomas 
Jefferson was a protest against the 
old-time tyranny which sought to limit 
the development and action of indi- 
vidual man. Jefferson loved liberty 
and despised despotism. He was the 
principal pioneer of democracy in all 
the world. On this account all that 
he did and said and wrote, his man- 
ner of living and working, his home 
and his surroundings, are of interest 
to the world. 

So far as real human interest goes, 
the home of Jefferson was and is more 
fruitful of entertaining anecdote and 
reminiscence than the home of Wash- 
ington. Both homes are in Virginia. 
Jefferson's heme, which he called Mon- 
ticello divided with Mount Vernon the 
reverence and homage of Americans 
who have inherited the priceless bless-

Within a stone’s throw 
he spent his entire life, for he wa-~ 
born on the estate, and though he was 
several years in France 
as American minister, and for eight 
years as president of the United 
States, and also in the occupancy of 
other oflices, that was alwéys his home. 
He loved It above all other spots on 
earth, from the cradle to the grave. 
There wis roeked his cradle aud there 
his grave was made, when after 83 
years of labor for the rights of man 
he died on the Fourth of July, exactly 
50 years ufter the signing of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. It was giv- 
en to him to experience half a cen- 
tury of the fruits of his own efforts 
toward a more equitable form of gov-

History of Monticello. 

In 1769 Jefferson began the con- 
struction of his mansion on the moun- 
tain above Charlottesville. On New 
Year’s day of 1772 he took thither his 
bride, the beautiful young Widow 
Skelton, whose husband, Bathurst 
Skelton, had died when she was in her 
nineteenth year, leaving her a consid- 
erable fortune. She was about twen- 
ty-three when Jefferson married her. 
Mrs. Jefferson was a singularly beau- 
tiful woman, with auburn hair to 
match the red locks of her famous 
husband. She lived only about ten 
years after her second marriage. Jef- 
ferson never took another wife. His 
daughter was the mistress of Monti- 
cello and likewise the mistress of the 
Executive Mansion when Jefferson 
was president of the United States, 
Jefferson survived his wife +4 yeurs. 

For the last 50 years of his life Jef- 
ferson wag hopelessly insolvent. From 
time to time his precious estate and 
home were in imminent danger of being 
sold over his head. His debts were 
due to various causes. For one thing, 
he put his name on notes for friends 
and was held responsible for large 
sums. Then he was an extravagant 
entertainer, His house was perhaps 
the most commodious and manorlike in 
He was famous in two con-

It thus appears that Jefferson was

From a hilltop near Monticello one 
may see the birthplaces of three men 
whose work and wisdom added to the 
United States nearly one-half of its 
present territory on this continent. 
These men were Jefferson, George 
Rogers Clark and Meriwether Lewis. 
Through the efforts of Clark the states 
of Ohio, Indiana, Iinois, Wisconsin 
and part of Michigan were added to 
our domain. Meriwether Lewis, with 
a younger brother of George Rogers 
Clark, was sent by Jefferson on the fa- 
mous trip of exploration and discov- 
ery which, mapy years later, resulted 
in giving Unele Sam title to the Pa- 
cifie Northwest.
